the address was the tirst of an annual serics
under the auspices of the club, the iden being
to innugurate, il possible, a revival of the
general reeognition of the birtuday of Wash-
ington and cultivate among the people a
higher politieal culture.  Lowell, on coming
forward, was greeted with prolonged ap-
plause, e said:

Ladies and Gentlemen:  When I received
the invitation to speak here to-night, and in-
deed until a short time ago, 1 had the lme-
pression that 1 was to speak as one of a
conrse of speakers, It was an erroncous

impression, 1 know,  but it wuas a
sipeere one, 1 was offered  my  choice
of two topics, polities or  literature,

und at tirst 1 chose tpolities, But 1 now ap-
pear in a new capacity to announee & change
of progranne,  After having written an ad-
dress on polities, when 1 eame to read it over
I felt that 1 stood In & very delieate position.
I wias to address o mixed audiencs, an
nudience of both parties.
